Congratulations to the Winning Candidates 


Thursday, May 10, 1956 


It took results from the last box to re- 
port from Enterprise (Box 1 where 574 
votes were cast) to determine who would 
be in the runoff in District No, 2, Claude 
Tindol showed his strength in Beat 17 to 
Vault over Grady Ziglar and land in the 
runoff with Thomas, Not a wide gap sepa- 
rated high and low man in this race, Tho- 
mas had 2235, Tindol 2507 and Ziglar 1927 
which gave the leader 178 votes over Tin- 
dol and 318 more than low man. 

Thomas led in 18 boxes, Tindol in 12 
and Ziglar in 7. Thomas showed his strength 
in Elba and Tindol got a majority in all 
six boxes in Enterprise. 

The Clipper backed Tindol during the 
first primary and will hold to the same 
course between now and May 29. Despite 
the fact some mud was slung at him during 
the last few days before the first primary, 
Tindol went about his vote-getting in his 
own quiet, dignified way and consequently 
landed in the runoff, 

Eugene Brown and J. J. Moore were 
only 91 votes apart as No, 1 and 2 men in 
the five-man District No. 1 race. Brown 
showed strength in El#a; Boxes 15, 11, 10-1 
and 9-2 while Moore showed his vote-get- 
ting ability around the county. Rex Lowery 
carried four of six boxes in Enterprise. 

C. E. Peacock swept to a decisive 1000- 
vote victory over Leamon Farris in the race 
for superintendent of education. Besides 
taking a prohibitive majority of Enterprise 
ballots, Peacock had big leads in Boxes in 
Beat 7, 8-1, 10-1, 11 & 12. Farris did well in 
Elba, Beats 15, 16, 18, 20 and 22 but could 
not overtake his opponent. Farris held an 
early lead but lost his advantage fast as 
the big Enterprise boxes reported. Not 
counting Enterprise, Farris led Peacock 
2407 to 2179. However, Peacock carried 
Beat 17 1554 to 172 for Farris to get the 
job. 

We batted an even .500 on the county 
races where we picked our candidates, Whit- 
man won, Helms lost and Claude Tinuol 
got into the runoff. Political activity the 
next four weeks will be interesting to watch 
as forces realign themselves for the May 29 
primary. No matter how the results come 
out in the remaining races, we are pleased 
with countywide voting on commissioners. 
There have been no rumors that we ,have 
heard of “bought races” and other such 
unsavory activities. We believe the political 
climate of Coffee County has benefited im- 
measurably by this change and that better 
county government will result. Of as much 
importance as the system is the individual 
or individuals running it. We sincerely be- 
lieve countywide voting attracted a good 
“crop” of candidates this year and will give 
Coffee County voters a commissioner’s 
Court that truly represents the choice of 
the people. 

We want to thank L. I. Kilcrease and 
other members of the Democratic Execu- 
tive Committee for their cooperation in 
helping us get complete returns for last 
week's Clipper. As' usual several boxes (six) 
came in without the results tacked on the 
outside. Results of the races in District 1 
and 2 hinged on these ballots. The entire 
committee delayed the start of the official 
canvas 15 to 20 minutes while they waited 
for us to get returns from these six boxes. 
Because of this fine cooperation, we were 
able to give readers a complete picture of 
the election results. The county executive 
committee should know we appreciate this 
consideration and our readers should know 
why we were able to give returns by beat 
the day after election.

In another field of endeavor Coffee 
County also reported remarkable progress. 
Partial credit for this accomplishment hbe- 
longs to Charlie Talbot, county forester, 
who died of a heart attack several weeks 
ago. During the 1955-56 fire season, the 
|number of acres of woodlands burned over 
by forest fires was cut more than half com- 


pared to the 1954-55 loss. Only 1,000 acres 
were burned over this season in comparison 
to 2500 in 1954-55. 

Reporting this achievement, Gordon M. 
Drewery, forestry patrolman, stated the 
main reason fire losses were cut so deeply 
was the cooperation extended by land own- 
ers in controlling the burning off of fields. 
Mr. Drewery said they were kept busy— 
and glad of it—by farmers who wanted fire 
lanes plowed around fields before they were 
burned off. 

Mr. Drewery said a fire in the woods 
destroys at least three years growth on a 
pine tree. Seedlings are killed outright and 
older trees damaged so that growth is set 
back at least three years. 

Encouraing progress was also reported 
by Mr. Drewery on reforestation. Last year 
in Coffee County 1,800,000 pine seedlings 
were planted. Already for next winter or- 
ders for close to a million seedlings have 
been placed with the county forester .The 
department is shooting for a record 3 mil- 
lion seedlings to be planted in Coffee County 
next winter. Mr, Drewery asks land owners 
to get orders in early as the county is allot- 
ed seedlings on a quota basis. 

Elmer Bryan of Pine Level performed 
the third service to the community we wish 
to recognize. Besides running a first class 
farming operation, Mr. Bryan last fall in- 
vited a group of Elba businessmen out to 
his farm for a dove shoot. Used to faci: ,; 
a forest of “No Hunting” signs and hostile 
land owners, local nimrods really appreciat- 
ed this act of courtesy. To top it off, they 
reported a really successful dove shoot. 

Acts of courtesy and community ser- 
vice like the three mentioned here are im- 
portant factors in making a town or area 
a pleasant place in which to live.
